Foiled 

If Herr Hitler wants the Vichy fleet he 
will have to raise it from the bottom of 
Toulon harbor. Rather than let their ships 
fall into his hands, the French crews scut- 
tled them, also blowing up ammunition 
dumps and other military supplies. 

Admiral Darlan is no doubt the man 
behind the scenes. He has good reason to 
prefer that the ships should be sunk rather 
than have Laval turn them over to Hitler 
or Mussolini. For one thing, that is a blow 
to Laval, whom Darlan hates as cordially 
as he does the “English”. For another, 
Darlan has burned his bridges, and for his 
own safety is now bound to do what he can 
to wreck the Axis. He has no desire to fall 
into the clutches of the gestapo. 

Hitler’s explanation that he tried to 
seize the fleet because the officers plotted 
to sail away and join the Allies may be be- 
lieved by Petain. It will fool nobody else. 
If the officers had any such plan in mind 
they would not have waited until Nazi 
planes had been established about the port 
in such numbers as to make departure im- 
possible. 

The true explanation lies in the Hitler 
record, He tried to seize the warships as 
he has seized everything else inside and 
outside France upon which he could lay 
hands that would be of service to him. 
The French crews “beat him to the 
scratch,” probably under orders from Dar- 
lan, and sank some or all of the ships. 

Through chinks in the censored state- 
ments it appears that there was more or 
less fighting when the German and Italian 
troops moved into the port. How serious, 
and whether the beginning of the long 
overdue uprising, will appear in time. 
Marseilles inspired one revolution. Toulon 
might touch off another. 


The world will not fail to mark down 
against Hitler the deaths of the brave men 
who died on the ships at Toulon. Disil- 
lusioned in the end, they foiled the trick- 
ster at the cost of their lives, choosing to 
die rather than that their guhs should be 
turned against the friends of France.

It’s “In Being” Now 


Up until little more than three years 
ago Navy Week was a rather meaningless 
term, Canada at that time hadn’t much 
of a navy, only a few destroyers and two or 
three antiquated mine-sweepers which 
were used for training purposes, The gen- 
eral public took little interest in our mini- 
ature fleet, and not a few regarded it as 
a waste of time and money to keep the 
ships manned and conditioned. 

The war changed all that. The navy 
began to grow, and public interest grew 
also. The “tin pots” grew in prestige and 
recognized usefulness as they did in num- 
bers. Now they are hundreds strong, with 
a war record of which Canadians every- 
where are justly proud. Navy Week means 
Something now. ‘The Navy’s Here,” a siz- 
able and highly effective actuality. 

A week ago it was announced that our 
warships have been doing 45 per cent of 
the convoy work along the North Atlantic 
sea-lanes, Later came news that 17 of our 
corvettes are doing their bit along the 
coast of North Africa. It will not be 
strange if we hear of others in even more 
remote theatres. Wherever there is water 
to sail in and fighting to be done, there 
Canadian ships are likely to be in action. 

We haven’t any capital ships. There 
wasn’t time to build them after the war 
came, and that was not the type of craft 
most urgently needed. 

The little warship has come into prom- 
inence in this war, to a degree that must 
have surprised believers in the battleship 
as the master of the sea. 

The airplane and the submarine are 
responsible. The large ship cannot dodge 
quickly to avoid air attack, and it offers a 
broad target for torpedoes, The small swift 
vessel can take sharper curves than an 
airplane, and a submarine must get with- 
in short range to make a torpedo attack 
successful. 

Since any ship large enough to carry 
ack-ack guns and depth charges can fight 
these antagonists, the shipyards are turn- 
ing out the smaller craft in hundreds. 
There are at the present time a hundred 
building and on order in Canadian yards 
alone, while Canada’s 40,000 navymen are 
serving on ships of which the largest is the 
destroyer, 

Without giving the enemy any definite 
information, Hon, Angus MacDonald says 
the First Lord of the Admiralty was 
“probably” below the mark when he cre- 
dited Canadian ships with disposing 
of 40 enemy submarines in the Atlantic.

Wartime Trad 


In the first ten months of this year 
Canada's exports reached a total of 
$1,900,000,000, twice the volume of 1939, 
and $250,000,000 more than for the whole 
of last year. 

The balance of trade has been in our 
favor during the ten months, to the 
amount of $525,000,000, This was the ex- 
cess of our exports over our imports, and 
represents credit standing to our account 
abroad, ; 

Because of war conditions, the bulk of

our exports have been munitions and war 
materials, and such entered largely into 
our imports also, Detailed figures are not 
given, because the information might be 
useful to the enemy. 


These figures do not of course mean in 
wartime what they would mean in peace- 
time. We are sending much of our exports 
to countries which need them and because 
they need them, not because the goods 
can be sold there at a satisfactory and cer- 
tain profit. What our favorable balance of 
trade will actually be worth only the fu- 
ture can show. That will depend on the 
terms of the settlement and on the ability 
of our customers to pay. 

No Allied country is denied Canadian 
supplies of weapons or food because it 
cannot pay or give gilt-edged security. 
These things are being sent where they 
are required, and in whatever quantities 
can be spared and transported. The ac- 
counts can be totalled up and the paying 
arranged later. Nothing matters now but 
victory —in China or Russia or North 
Africa or elsewhere.

Reality 


Before the war, British imperial- 
ism, to the majority of us, was no 
more than a phrase about which 
we held vague and diverse opin- 
ions. It would have been as diffi- 
cult to secure a succinct and unani- 
mous definition of imperialism as 
it would have been—and still is— 
to secure a similar definition of 
democracy. 

But since the war, particularly in 
the past few months, imperialism 
has become a working reality. It

Some of our best friends have 
revealed a shocking suspicion of 
our imperialism. To our astonish- 
ment, we have found that a System 
of expansion which we have ac-) 
cepted, carelessly enough, as part 
of our national philosophy, has 
apparently been rankling in the 
minds of our good friends for 
years, and we ourselves, as pro- 
ponents of that system, are sus- 
pected of having unwittingly, per-| 
haps, fallen into political rascality. 

Imperialism has become a real- 
ity, too, because, when we come to 
examine it, we are amazed to find 
how deeply its inferences and im- 
plications enter into our daily way | 
of life As a matter of face, the 
implications of imperialism are 
our way of life. 

Thus, whatever arrangements we 
propose to enter into after the war 
with our neighbors will naturally 
start from there. All our peace 
proposals will be based on an im- 
perialistic outlook which has be- 
come so much a part of our think- 
ing that we were not conscious of 
it. 

It is vitally important, then, that 
we should clarify our notions of 
imperialism now, because it would 
be an unfortunate thing if our 
peace conferences should degener- 
ate inte a dispute over something 


which we have not taken the 
trouble to understand. | 
What Is It? 

Those who do not understand 


our imperialism or who confuse it 
with the Roman imperialism which 
survives in the German Reich and 
elsewhere, are wont to declare that 


all imperialism is a system of 
legalized conquest, a method of ex- 
pansion whereby the strong na- 
tions subjugate the weak, and 
backward peoples are exploited 
to the profit of the imperial in- 
cubus. 


That is not the aim, purpose or 


working principle of the British 
Empire 
Like the Greek Empire of the 


ancient world, which was far dif- 
ferent from the Roman Empire, 
the British Empire tends toward 
a free association of free and en- 
lightened peoples held together by, 
cultural, traditional, social and 
economic bonds,

Government, before the Japs came, 
consisted of a Governor, assisted 
by an Executive Council and a 
Legislative Council made up of} 
official and unofficial members.

The Federated States have an 
agreement with the British Gov-| 
ernment by which each State is 
administered by a native ruler, 
subject to the instructions of the 
High Commissioner. 


The other States have a native 
Sultan each and a Legislature con- 
sisting of a Council of State, to 
which Asiatic and European un- 
official members are appointed. | 
Thus conforming with British 
policy, each colony has a Govern- 
ment devised to suit its circum- | 
stances, and machinery to admin- 
ister justice, based on British law. | 


Self-Government 


In the British system there are 
colonies with an elected House of 
Assembly and nominated Legisla- 
tive Council; colonies with a partly 
elected Legislative Council, the 
Constitution of which does not pro 
vide for an official majority, and 
others where an official Council 
majority is provided for or made 
possible; colonies and protector- 
ates with a nominated Legislative 
Council, and others with a Legis- 
lative Council where government 
is by Order-in-Council 

The last named include strategic 
military points like Gibraltar and 
Aden. 

This system is the result of gen- 
erations of experience, in which 
the basic policy is to extend self- 
government as soon as the peoples 
are capable of looking after their 
own interests. 

In view of the varied stages 
reached, we believe that public 
speakers who set out to strip the 
British Empire should explain 
where they propose to start and 
end.

for the rest of their life.” 

This is interesting and novel, 
since the previous statement that 
the fetus draws on its mother's 
teeth for its own supplies of cal 
}cium if they be lacking in the diet, 
is one which has been made re. 
peatedly. There is an “out” in the 
phrase, “has ever been demonstrat 
}ed,’ which leaves one with the 
feeling that at some future time 
such a condition might be capable 


| of demonstration.

head attack. The remaining “im- 
mune” areas are safe only because 
the airplane has not yet attained its 
full and inevitable reach. The im- 
munity is definitely temporary 

"One consequence of the total 
war is that the time-honored dis- 
tinction between belligerent and 
Civilian has been erased, We are 
all under threat of attack and 
annihilation, 4 

The main targets are no longer, 
armies and navies—but in the first 
place and, and far more important

strength. That in turn means not 
only airplanes, but  atrdromes, 
transport facilities, factories, fuel 
concentrations—everything directly 
or indirectly related to the main- 
tenance of a military air force, It is 
no longer the fortification, manned 
by military men, that is first to be 
attacked, but the industrial target

“That is why the entire population 
of a country, not alone its military | 
elite, must comprehend the nature 
of modern war. The science of war 
can no longer be treated as a mvs- | 
tery, as a professional specialty for | 
the few. Not only are we justified 
in carrying the message of air 
power to the average citizen, we | 
are under an obligation to do so 
The average citizen now happens 
to be a full participant, whose stam- 
ina and understanding are factors | 
in shaping the decision 

“Because of the range of avia- 
tion, control of the skies over the

That contro! must ex- 
tend to the source of enemy air 
power, and since air power will 
soon cover all oceans and ccntin- 
ents, it will mean ultimately. | 
mastery of the whole air ocean 
as the pre-condition for victory.”
